Representative Hilton WaiUs of Wash- 
ington county urged his cnllogauc.s to 
vote for the bill "to prove to the 
world that Mississippi is capable of 
handling its own racial problems with- 
out intervention from outside sources." 


Representative *. N. Gore of Marks 


said passage e>f the bill would provide 
Southern senators fighting the federal 
anli-lynching bill with a new argu- 
ment awainst the bill before the United 
States Senate. 


The bill provided that any |M>rson 


participating in a lynching would be 
.subject to prosecution in the state 
courts for murder. The bill provided 
that members of "mobs" would be 
civilly liable for their actions, but. local 
governments would not be held re- 
sponsible. 


One provision of the bill would give 


Ihe governor authority to spend money 
from his contingent fund to make spe-

investigations to

prosecute members of a mob.

"What this country needs," said Mr. 


Spike Hunt, "is a new Declaration ol 
Independence from Great Britain. This 
old hoopla about the eternal brother- 
hood and the holy cause of the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples is a lot of hooey 
It's time we stopped being every- 
body's stooges. The new rhythni»of 
the world hasn't got a Made in Eng- 
land stamp on it. For us, it is pri- 
marily an American rhythm, and it's 
time we got wise to ourselves." 


Spike Hunt, more formally known 


as Fra/.ier Hunt, for twenty years a 
reportcr-at-large with the world anc 
the wars thereof for his beat, was at 
Ihe Lotos Club by order of his pub- 
lishers to talk about his autogiography, 
"One American and His Attempt at 
Education." But. he didn't mention his 
book, although it's a salty job that'll 
be hard on the blood pressure of a lot 
of stuffed shirts. For Mr. Hunt, six- 
foot-four 
of green-eyed, rawboned 


ruddy Middle Westerner, had some 
things he wanted to got off his chest. 


First, all this talk about a world war 


being just around the corner and the 
iccessity for America to fight in it. 


That gives Mr. Hunt an acute pain. 


For Mr. Hunt stakes his years of re- 
porting, his years in the midst of inter- 
national intrigue, war and revolution, 
that there won't be any world war, 


"Look here, just get a pencil and 


add 'cm up and you'll see what I'm 
driving at. 


"Over here we've got the prowling 


nations—Germany, Italy, one or two 
little fellows, just tagging along, and 
Japan. Maybe seven in all. 


"And here we've got Russia, France, 


a flock of little fellows, England and, 
Vay in the background, the United 
Suites. That's a dozen. 


"Now that makes the odds 12 to 7. 


And those odds are too heavy for the 
prowling nations to take on. 
Well, 


they aren't a bunch of dopes. They 
might want to take on the world, but 
they know the only dividends the 
Don Quixole 
on the head," 


"The Far East? Sure, Japan's on a 


rampage, but it won't become a world 
war. The one thing Russia doesn't 
want i.s war, and Japan's like the 
chorus girl and Ihe book. Japan don't 
need a war. Hell, .she's got a war." 


Spike wants America to hoe her own 


row, to fight out our own war that 
we have to make in our own land. Ho 
puts it this way in his book: 


"Here lies the battleground of the 


future; here are arrayed the propon- 
ents of two great ideas of life. One is 
the idea of privilege; it goes under the 
name of capitalism. The other is the 
idea of life for all; good things for all; 
health for all; security, jobs, decent 
homes, leisure, vacations with nay— 
for all." 


And Fra/.ier Hunt, who has .seen 


more of the workings of governments 
and the world than most men, is sure 
that the 
little man 
will win 
tin 


.'truggle. for he sweeps along in the 
new rhythm of the world. 


"The trouble with our generation— 


the people over 25—is that we can't 
understand this new rhythm," Hum 
'.-.id. "We can't yet it. We don't rcal- 
!«-• it isn't political at. all. It isn't 
Democratic or Republican. It's just 
a whole new tiling that's come, a ma- 
cliinu of plenty that's being geared to 
;i new tempo, 


"Things have changed more in the 


p.ist thirty years than in the 10,000 
years before them, and the impact is 
too much for poor runy man to take 
U may tyke a couple eif generations 
for us to gel into tune with this new 
machine of plenty. 


"It's like this:—we're all dancing to

School Lesson

Text: Murk 2:2,1-3:G 


Customs and even sound principles 


lend lo lose Iheir reality when obed- 
ience to them becomes formal and con- 
ventional. They tend also in the same 
way to become matters of bigotry and 
prejudice rather than of vital and in- 
telligent conviction. 


A distinctive institution of Judaism 


in the days of Jesus Was the Sabbalh. 
It was n noble institution based upon 
a fine conception and a sense of hu- 
man need. It was the precursor of 
the Christian Sunday, which many 
Christians prefer to call the Sabbath, 
linking il with the Jewish institution 
rather than with the pagan derivation 
from which ihc word "Sunday" comes. 


There is no doubt whatever Unit 


Jesus, as a sincere and devout Jew, 
Hghly regarded the Sabbath; but He 
found (his noble institution given over 
in the minds of many people to purely 
formal observance, and to mere ob- 
servance of a sort that utterly disre- 
garded all sense of deeper human need 
anil of higher human values. 


When He healed a man upon the 


Sabbath Day. instead of rejoicing that 
a fellow mortal had found health, the 
narrow people for whom observance 
of the fjabbath had become a matter 
of prejudice and bigotry found fault 
tccau.se the man had been healed on 
the Sabbath day. 


Our lesson tells bow the disciples, 


as they went through the grain fields 
on the Sabbath day and were hungry, 
plucked the ears and began to eat the 
wheat, just as many of us, when we 
were boys, have done. 
With Ihcse 


disciples it was a matter of sheer 
hunger. 


Why should they not have taken the 


food 
that was near at hand and 


that required no work of preparation 
othor than rubbing il in the palm of 
the hand and winnowing it? Yet the 
bigots complained that these disciples 
were breaking the Sabboth. 


It was under these circumstances 


that Jesus asserted in the plainest way 
thiil "the Sabbath was made for man, 
and not man for the Sabbath." That is 
a principle that we might establish and 
practice in the whole range of cus- 
toms and observances. 


When customs and observances be- 


come exalted to a place where they 
: upplant human values and human 
needs, it is time to protest in the name 
of humanity, and it is sound to pro- 
tost in the name of God. 


In our modern world, of course, the 


whole matter i.s in a measure reversed. 
We lend today to have lost all sense 
<)l sanctity concerning a day of rest, 
lo say nothing of the Jewish or Chris- 
tian Sabbath. 


It will be recognized thai in our 


modern complex world it would be 
impossible lo arrange everything on 
a masis of old-fashioned or "strict" ob- 
servance of Sunday. H would mean 
that vast numbers of people would be 
.vubjcctcd lo greal inconvenience, and 
, 


even to hunger and distress. 


We could not stop and paralyze our 
whole mechanism of life at a certain 
hour on Saturday evening. 


Nevertheless, it is not for the fiood' 


of humanity or for the world that we 
have so far abandoned the possible ob- 
servance of Sunday as a day of rest, 
and above all, the spirit of the in- 
stitution. 


If Jesus were in our cities today, 1 


think jMissibly He might put the em- 
phasis on a different place. We might 
think of Him as saying, "The Sab- 
biith was made for man. Why doesn't 
man make bettor use of it?"

Preys on Great Lakes 


ANN AEBOH, Mich— (/P)-Conserya- • 


tionista and fishermen are worrying 
over a new threat to the commercial 
fishing industry of the Great Lakes— 
the scca lamprey. 


This marine parasite, an eel-like, 


blood-sucking animal which attaches 
itself to food-fishes, may, like the 
smelt, reach the limits of the lakes and 
add to factors already contributing to 
the depletion of the commercial fish 
supply in these waters. 


Dr. Carl L. Hubbs, University of 


Michigan ichthyologist, and Dr. John 
Van Ooslcn, in charge of Great Lakes 
investigators for the Bureau or Fish- 
eries, report the lamprey is now found 
in all lakes except Lake Superior. 


The lamprey, equipped with a suc- 


tion mouth, clings to fish, rasps a hole 
through tne skin and then gorges it- 
self on the victim's blood. H Injects 
a chemical substance into the wound 
to prevent coagulation.
